How It Was Bnriad on Long- Island and 


Vow It Has Been Nonght.

SAG HARBOR, April 11 — Capt Kidd, the 


puate, did really bury his, or rather other 
people's, money in the old colonial times a 
few miles f torn Sag Harbor, my native place, 
on Gardiner* Island, r He buried it there m 
broad daylight and m,a very matter of fact 
fashion in the presence of Lyon. Gardiner, 
the first owner of the* island. H» buried a 
tantalizing amount of gold doubloons, silver 
ban and precious stones; Kidd then bad din- 
ner 
served 
him at 
Gardiner's house, 


and was so pleased at the roast pig 
on 
the 
board 
as 
to 
present 
Mm. 


Gardiner with a piece of gold cloth which, in 
divisions and subdivisions, is held in the 
Gardiner family to-day 
Kidd then sailed 


away to meet an appointment at Execution 
Dock, London Lynn dug up the doubloons 
and made them over to the crown. To do 
this was an excruciating spasm of honesty It 
would have killed many of our people of to- 
day 
But Gardiner evidently did not know 


the value of money 
Not a doubloon stuck 


to his Ongers 
Gold was not us glutinous 


then as now 


However, be was an honest man and the 


best they could do for the time. He was a 
lot d, too His tablet in the old East Hampton 
bury ing ground reads. "Sacred to the memory 
of I.yn Gardiner, lord of the Isle of Wight," 
the name be gave the island. He came over 
with Governor Nichols about 1A64, along with 
tbeMlcholsee, the- Lawrence*, ibe Willetsea 
and a dozen other young cadet*, the founders 
of as many present old New York English 
families 


In mv boyhood I di ove my fatbei s stage to 


Montauk, and in that stage several times car- 
ried parties who came to dig for Kidd's 
treasure 
Of coui'se they did not let out 


their purpose 
But we always knew them by 


certain signs 
They carried pertain queer 


and much wrapped up paraphernalia. These 
were magical instruments, divining rods, etc , 
either for pointing out the spot where the 
plunder was buiirdoi things to keep off the 
possible ghosts, who always were reported 
to snake away the pot full ot money just as 
it wan nneai tiled or being lifted out of the 
bole. 
They always carried guns and pre- 


tended to be spoi tamen, but we were all born 
duck hunters in those days, and could tell 
fiom the way a man handled a gun whether 
he meant business or not 


If Kidd had buried all the money that has 


been dug foi on the Long Island, New Jersey 
and New England coasts, as well as on the 
banks of the Hudson, within t ha'lost 100 
years, be would have needed several more 
ships to have brought ft hither

bones ot Red Jacket, Cornplanter, Young 
King, Pollard ejtd their brother chtottaln* 
and bury them iu yonder cemetery, where 
the plow of the husbandman will not invade 
their repose. There in sight of their own 
beautiful river, and under ttwahadow of the 
trees they loved BO much, our ucbeins will 
sleep well." 
The rolutermont took place on Oct. 9,1884. 


The afternoon before *> council of the Six 
Nations of the Iroquob was held, accom- 
panied bv affecting cwromonlea Red Jacket's 
casket was opened and his bone* were viewed 
for the liut time.

U was purchased by the 
Historical society for tfiOO, and is the most 
valuable article in the mammoth collection 
of Indian relics. The blade on one Bid* Is en- 
graveu: "Red Jacket, Ba-go-ye-wat-ha, died 
Jan. 20, 1S« I." On the reverse side is traced: 
"Big Kettk-, Uan-ot-yo-wao-ah, died Aug. SO, 
1KW." The handle Is of snake wood, with 
silver mosaics. Red Jacket was very proud 
of the present, and used it exclusively as a 
pipe. The record on the tomahawk is a mis- 
take, fur Red Jacket died on Jan. SO, 1830. 


Tbe monument to be erected over hi* grave 


•t Forest Lawn will be a grand affair. The 
epitaph reads: "Tbe resolute champion ot a 
wrongeil am) helpless people—the Inspired 
orator—the ' Rienzi' of the Iroquois." Besides 
there are to be several quotations from bis 
speeches; "When I *m gone, and my warn- 
ings an> no longer beard, tbs craft and avarice 
of the white man will prevail. My heart fails 
me when I think of my people, so soon to be 
scattered uncl. forgotten." 
Another reads: 


"Who, 
tben, lives to mourn us) None! What 


marks our extermination I Nothing!" 


Tut) Brat ntuiio orvct«d over the grave of 


Red Jacket was the tc-ttlmonlul of the noted 
French comedian, Henry Placide, who was 
afterward a pans«nger on the doomed steamer 
President on her last voyage. The inscription 
reads: "The friend am) protector of h is people. 
Died Jan. SO, 185M, aged 78 years. Erected by 


." The date by Placide is another con- 


fusing error. 


MaJ. F. H. Furness, of Waterloo, N. Y., 


ban erected at Canoga, Seneca county, a stone 
to mark the place of Red Jacket's birth. It 
cciulDta of a red granite bouUer, from which 
proJKctH a white marble arrow head.

There died with the lain ex-Governor 


Horatio Seymour a fond oC knowledge ot the 
extent of the Iroquois domain tba» will hardly 
•gala come to light. In a letter of the date 
of Aug. 0,1884, be *t4d: Tbe southern line 
run through the center of the colony of North 
Carolina, westward to the Mississippi river, 
thence along that river and the course of the 
Illinois to the southern end of Lake Michigan, 
thence through the center of the lake to a 
point in Canada north of the great lakes, 
thence eastward to the Atlantic. The Buffalo 
Historical society baa the promise of the maps 
obtained from the British government upon 
which the claim to bawd. 


A few characteristic anecdotes of Red 


Jacket: The great chief was fond of a fine 
tomahawk. One day be brought a Buffalo 
blacksmith a wood model and requested a 
hatchet made exactly like it. "Exactly, did 
you say Tasked the blacksmith. "Exactly," 
replied Red Jacket, "and I will, call for it in 
a week." When he came be looked at the 
dnisbed work for a moment, glanced at the 
blaekmitb, and then with a turn of his pow- 
erful arm buried the piuce of steel in the 
Ailing and walked out of the shop without 
•eying a word. The model had no eye in it 
for • Uhdle. 


BED JACKET'S HOME. 


One day be wo* seated with Joseph Ellicott, 


agent for the Holland Land company, on a 
log, one end of which rested In Little Buffalo 
creek. They were discussing the proposed 
sale by the Indians to the company of a large 
tract of land. "You want it all," said Red 
Jacket. "I and my people are on the water 
tide of the log. You say, 'Get along a little,' 
and we move. Another man says the same 
thing, and again we edge along. A third one 
mokes the request? and we go. We shall go 
on and on until we go into the water, and 
that will be the lost of us." 


In 1W5, when the distinguished Lafayette 


visited Buffalo, Red Jacket was yet alive, 
and when the platform was erected in Main 
street on the day ot the reception to the sol- 
diers, it was planned so that Lafayette stood 
iu the middle, his son at the left and the ora- 
tor of the Benecas on the right. Red Jacket 
made a speech through an interpreter. He 
spoke English better than 
any man 


who dared face him iu debate, but when 
there was au occasion "tor putting on style 
he thought his majesty was tetter preserved 
by using an interpreter. 
At this time bis 


bronzed scalp was destitute of hair, white the 
distinguished Frenchman was in no better 
shape, yet the effects ot old age in his cose 
were hidden by u wig. Red Jacket could not 
understand it, and wcs only convinced of the 
deception by being allowed to examine the 
head gear. 


In 1820 on old squaw of tha Beneeas was 


convicted of witchcraft and was condemned 
to be tomahawked on the Lower Terrace. 
She bad been decoyed over from Canada for 
the purpose. 
The executioners appointed 


shrank from then- duty, which so disgusted 
old Tomy Jimy that he snatched the tom- 
ahawk and burled it in the woman's skull. 
He was indicted in the over and terminer of 
the some year far 
murder in the first 
degree. Red Jacket 
was his counsel. He 
pleaded that the 
Senecas were a 
sovereign 
nation:
